“ Sir Charles, Bamfylde faid, he had a petition in his hand, 
figned by a very numerous and refpectable lilt of perfons, pray- 
ing that the tax on receipts might not pals into a law ; and fta- 
ting, that if itjdid, its operation would:be an effential injury to 
them in particular, and to trade in geoeral. Sir Charles wilh- 
ed to. be permitted to bring it up. , 
“The Speaker called the attention of the Hogfe ta the fubjedt, 
and reminded them, that it was an cflublithed rule not to} re- 
ceive any petition againft a tax. ‘The neoefiy wpon which this 
rule was gruunded, Mr Speaker faid, was “fo obvious, that it 
was anneceflary to enlarge upon it, He could only fay, that he 
mott earneftly advifed. the Houfe either to abolifh the rale alhto- 
gether, or abide by it ftriétly To depart from it in any one 
ven cafe, would lead to much future inconvenience. 4 
Sir Fofeph Marwhey feemed anxious to have the petition 
pefented and read,§ and faid, he belicved there was no exprefs 
order to.the contrary on their journals. . y HE 295 kd) 
“The Speaker, in reply, agreed, that there was not’any ftand-
